REMARKS 

Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 4, 5 and 7 contain 
allowable subject matter if rewritten to include all the limitations of the base claim from 
which they originally depended and that claims 10-24 contain allowable subject matter 
as written. Pursuant to the recommendations of the Examiner, Applicants have amended 
claim 1 to incorporate the features described in canceled claim 4. No new matter has 
been incorporated as a result of this amendment. The Examiner rejected claims 1-3, 6 
and 8 as being anticipated by US Patent No. 5,673,225, issued to Jeong et al and claim 9 
as being unpatentable over US Patent No. 5,673,225, issued to Jeong et al. As claim 1 
has now been amended to place it in condition for allowance, dependent claims 2, 3, 6, 
and 8 can no longer be deemed anticipated and claim 9 can no longer be deemed obvious 
because they recite further limitations off of allowable subject matter. In view of these 
amendments, Applicants respectfully submit that claims 1-3 and 5-24 are now in 
condition for allowance.
